Lecture on Estate Planning | 


Established fortunes may be preserved, under present laws, by 


eareful estate planning, but you can’t accumulate a million dollars 
any more because of the high income tax. 


This is the conclusion of Ros- 


well Magill, former Under Secre-, 
tary of the Treasury, professor of, 


law at Columbia and member of 
a famous Wall street law firm. 


Magill spoke on “Estate Plan-) 


ning’ at the Georgian Terrace 
yesterday, a lecture in a series 
for lawyers sponsored by the At- 
lanta Bar Association. 

The exception, said Magill, to 
the dictum that you can’t accu- 
mulate a million—if you haven't 
already found out for yourself— 
would be the discovery of, say, 
a gold mine or the invention of 
a product with a wide market. 

But you may take heart in the 
fact that if a hungry U. S. Treas- 
ury and even hufigrier disadvan- 
taged folks ever clamoring for 
_ more public assistance won't let 
you accumulate a inillion, you may 
still, if thrifty and ambitious, col- 
lect a tidy sum of $50 to $100,000 
under the tax laws. 

LARGE FORTUNES 

As to large fortunes already cre- 

ated, the present laws, said Magill, 


tend to compel the owners to di-| 


vide them up among the heirs be- 
fore death. Many object to this 
because they often don't feel that 


the heirs are competent to manage 


large sums of money, but they al- 
most have to do so, because in- 
heritance taxes otherwise will 
overnight make great fortunes into 
little ones. 

“These high tax laws,” contin- 
ued Mazgill,. ‘are the result of the 
trend of the times plus the great 
need .f the government for rev- 
enue.”

Secretary of Agriculture Clinton P. 
Anderson, to whom Georgia is proud to 
be host today, is authority for the state- 
ment that the nation’s food outlook is be- 


coming increasingly good. 


“U. S. civilians in the current quarter 
are receiving more of most kinds of food 
than at almost any time during the war, 
and even more than in prewar years,” 
Anderson said in Washington last week, 
adding that 1945 production, on a per 
capita basis, is expected to give civilians 
15 per cent more food than before the war. 


With such a prospect, Americans should 
respond most generously to the current 
‘campaign to collect commercially canned 


foods to be sent to the starving areas of 
war-torn Europe. 

We have a real stake in Europe. Count- 
less thousands of our finest young men 
have laid down their lives to end the 
despotism which held it in its grasp. Wide- 
spread hunger in the aftermath of war can 
but bring strife calculated to whet the 
scythe of future wars. 

Schools and groceries all over Georgia 
have been designated as collection centers 
for the canned goods which you are being 
asked to contribute in the drive which 
closes on Thanksgiving Day. 

Surely, with so much to be thankful 
for here at home—and so much to fear if 
widespread starvation is the case in Eu- 
rope—we can and must be generous. 


To Encourage Small Home Construction 


It has been a full month today since 
all federal buildir.g restrictions were abol- 
ished in an effort to speed the construction 
of thousands of badly needed houses. 


Thus far, with a few scattered excep- 
tions, there is no indication of any nation- 
wide move to build new homes. More- 
over, almost without exception, those 
which are projected are in the $12,000 to 
$30,000 class, far out of reach of the people 
who most desperately need new housing 
accommodations. 


Because of this, the Senate Banking 
Committee is to be congratulated upon its 


action in approving legislation holding out 
special inducement for private builders to 
construct homes costing $5,000 and less. 


The legislation, a revision of the earlier 
Wagner-Ellender bill, was introduced in 
the senate this week with bipartisan back- 
ing and thus seems assured of an early 
passage. 

Whether or not it will prove the answer 
to the present critical housing shortage re- 
mains to be seen. If not, then obviously 
something else must be tried. The lack 
of adequate living quarters affects too 
many people too seriously to be allowed 
to continue unabated. 


Arnall Tells Georgia's Story Well 


t is our considered and continuing 
opinion that, of all the reforms which his 
administration has wrought, Gov. Arnall’s 
greatest value to Georgia lies in his con- 
stant efforts to redeem the state’s repu- 
tation in the eyes of the rest of the nation. 


Arnall’s accomplishments in the realm 
of governmental efficiency are both nu- 
merous and important; but it is as a sales- 
man and promoter that he has rendered 
the worst-needed service to Georgia. 


Recently, for instance, Gov. Arnall has 
been in New York. And, without excep- 
tion, the metropolitan dailies have devoted 
much space to him and the new day which 
has dawned in Georgia. Arnall, unlike 
some of his predecessors, is no “character.” 
There is no disposition to write “color” 
stories holding him up for ridicule and 
derision. The nation’s press has learned 
to admire and respect him and to send 
its best men around to do _ serious, 
straightforward news stories on his ideas. 


Thus, the same week that petulant Mr. 
Dewey was indulging in a tirade against 
the “discrimination” of equal freight rates, 
in such papers as the august New York 
Herald Tribune, Arnall was being quoted 
at length, thus: 


Gov. Ellis Arnall, of Georgia, advised the 
governors of the New England states yesterday 
that they took a narrow view of the national wel- 
fare when they deplored the decentralization of 
industry toward the south. 

“We feel that it won’t hurt the east in the 
long run,” he said. “When our people earn 
more money they will buy more of your special 
products. 

“There is nothing wrong with the south that 
prosperity wont cure. We’ve had an inferiority 
complex. We were a defeated people. We 
blamed most of our trouble on circumstances and 
the north. Eighty years ago we had nothing left 
but the will to live. We’ve come a long way 
since then. 

“We still lack education. . By and large we 
can’t afford it. My state now nays the largest 
percentage of its income on education of any 
state But we don’t spend enough, because our 
income is low. Our health work is not better 
because of the same poverty. Poverty breeds 
prejudice, hatreds, discontent. 

‘But we're doing many things. The war has 
demonstrated that our southern stock can be- 
come good technicians. We are beginning to 
develop a balanced industrial and agricultural 
economy. As long as our people are only draw- 
ers of water and hewers of wood we'll be poor. 
Therefore, we are doing all we can to convince 
industry that theres a southern frontier that’s 
crying for development... .” 


There was, of course, a great deal more. 
But that suffices to illustrate the type of 
good publicity from which Georgia—and, 
indeed, the entire south—benefits because 
of Arnall. 


It is worth, because of the fact that 
such favorable comment has been so rare 
in the past, a very great deal to all of us.

Every wage_ case 
fought through by our union 
brought forth like forebodings. 
Now the effective minimum in the 
industry is 50c-55c. And the in- 
dustry is making more money 
than ever before.

Lets Have 
No More Fumbles 


One of the Greek philosophers said that life 
is a theater in which the worst people often have 
the best seats. 

None has taken so dreary a view of life as the prophet Job, not 
even the writers of Russian novels in the Tzarist period. 

“My days,” said Job one day, “are swifter than a weaver’s shut- 
tle, and are spent without hope.” 

To too many returning veterans the days do not move so swiftly, 
but they are without hope, as they try to find housing, clothes and 
all the many things that go with the job of returning to civilian life. 
Too often the worst people do seem to have the best seats. 

Things were not well planned for the veteran. 

There were two reasons for this failure. 

One was the howling demand, in the last year of the war, that 
government get out of planning. 

The other was the war ended at least six months before the 
best minds and crystal gazers believed it would end. 

Plans to have suits and shirts and drawers and things for him 
to wear were not in operation. Therefore his great dream of get- 
ting into a suit too often is delayed. He gets a sour taste at the 
outset. It probably is true that some manufacturers are holding 
back goods until January and the end of the excess profits tax, 
but if so the cost in goodwill for business will be greater than 


the tax. 

: He is not getting a fair deal in housing. Real estate 
Housing rental agents are doing all they can. But the vet- 
eran isn’t getting a fair deal because no plan was made for him 
to have housing. So, there isn’t any. 

Again, I don’t know where to put the blame. No one, govern- 
ment or private business, seems to have thought of it. But it should 
have been of first priority. A man who has been.in service, espe- 
cially those who have been doing the fighting, should have been 
able to get a place to live because of some plan to make housing 
available for him. 

A private plan or a government plan should have done it. Most 
rental agencies are doing all they can—putting the veteran first— 
but it is too late. 

It will do no good to tell him no houses have been built for five 
years; that costs of maintenance are up and so are rents: that build- 
ing cost is sky high—al! this will not give him a roof and a place 
to lay his head. That’s what he wants. 

We have muffed it entirely. 

The only thing to do is make the best of it and try to get at the 
business of building. 

We muffed the sale of surpluses—especially cars. 

Congress, which had no reconversion plan, muffed it, too. 

The removal of the excess profits tax was a proper incentive 
to business which must prove what it has claimed—that it can 
do the job. 

But congress did not foresee that the impulse now, on the part 
of some, would be not to make any excess profits during the re- 
mainder of the year when the tax still applies... but to be well 
stocked to go ahead in 1946. 

That is understandable human nature, even though it be morally 
wrong. It slows down the business of getting millions of Ameri- 
cans into civilian clothes and homes and jobs. 


Bee But, all in all, we will see it through. The American has 

his escape valkve—the privilege of the great American 
gripe, or beef—of bawling out the umpire whether he wears the 
presidential suit, the editor’s mask or the busineSsman’s neatly 
pressed number. 

I know this from experience. A man who writes a newspaper 
column and who tries to be honest and say what he believes, has a 
job very closely akin to that of the fellow who puts his head 
through a hole in a piece of carnival canvas and lets persons 
throw baseballs at his face. 

The tempo of the American “beef” goes up with every emer- 
gency of war and peace. There is plenty about which to beef, or 
gripe. It would be pretty bad if this were a country where you 
didn’t dare criticize the government, the writers, the businessmen 
and the congress. 

We will work it out, but that does not obliterate the very real 
suffering and inconvenience which thousands of veterans and their 
families are undergoing. We should have done better by them. 
We muffed it. 

Also, this is a sorrowful period for those who have been telling 
us that as soon as the war was over the race riots would begin. 
All through the war we heard about trouble, trouble, trouble. All 
through the war we said that if there was trouble it would be 
because we didn’t try to avoid it. 

Before this much time had elapsed after the first World War 
we had had “trouble.” It could have been avoided. There could 
be trouble now—if we want it. And God knows we don’t. 

The Negro serviceman did a good job. He, too, is coming home 
with problems of jobs and housing and ¢lothes. He doesn't want 
any trouble. He wants—like every veteran—a chance. 

This great country has enough problems without adding new 
ones. 

Let's not muff any more jobs.

Where 9 of Ten Live 
On Subhuman Level 


The ever-increasing pressure for solution of 

the problem of surviving European Jews and of 

Palestine as a Jewish homeland are compelling 

a better knowledge among all democratic peoples of that vast area 

of the Middle East known as Arabia, of its people, its economics, 
its customs. 

It was, therefore, with special interest I read articles in the 
Oct. 27 issue of The Nation, dealing with the Arabs and their in- 
volvement in the Palestine question. These articles are written by 
Eliahu Ben-Horin, 16 years editor of a newspaper in Palestine and 
an author and authority on the Middle East. 

That almost all the various and many countries which make 
up Arabia are among the most poverty-stricken, the most ill-gov- 
erned, the most feudal in the world today is made clear. Aithough 
the development of oil concessions in that part of the world has 
sent millions of dollars into these poverty-stricken lands, the money 
has had absolutely no effect in raising the living standards of the 
people. It has gone into the pockets of the little group who control 
the entire wealth of the nation, a little group which has callously 
sought only greater luxury for itself and has ignored the pitiful 


state of those around it. 

: : Illustrating what he says is in general terms true 
Life in Iraq of all Arab nations—with the exception of Tur- 
key—this author says Iraq has been paid—its government—$85,000,- 
000 for oil since the granting of the concession 20 years ago to 
British-American-French- Dutch interests. We in America may not 
think this so large a sum, but for a country as small as Iraq, 
with a population of only 3,000,000, and as wretchedly poor as it 
is, $85,000,000 is a colossal amount. 

‘Where did this money go?” asks Ben-Horin. “It disappeared 
into the pockets of the ruling clique, leaving no beneficial effects 
on either state expenditure or the living conditions of the masses.” 

He then quotes from an Arab newspaper in Bagdad, showing 
that 90 per cent of the entire population of lraq live on subhuman 
level. That paper divides the population into the 2 per cent who 
control the entire wealth of the nation and its means of produc- 
tion; 8 per cent who, as a poor middle class, hardly earn a living; 
75 per cent chronically undernourished, living in appalling condi- 
tions and easy prey to every form of disease, and 15 per cent who 
are completely destitute. 

Ninety per cent of the people can neither read nor write. 

m To claim that there is any popular understanding 
Absurdity of international affairs, or any intelligent nation- 
alism in a population ¥0 per cent illiterate is absurd. It is equally 
fantastic to pretend that the western powers need fear any military 
strength (sic) from so wretched a population. 

A mere two battalions of British troops suppressed a pro-Axis 
military uprising in Irag in 1941. 

Political necessity forces the British government to keep con- 
trol of those areas and factors in the Middle East which are essen- 
tial to the keeping open of the Suez route to the Far East, of com- 
munications and other facilities of empire. To say nothing of the 
oil concessions, vital to Britain and Europe. 

There is, both in Washington and London, an ill-defined worry 
that the Soviet government may be trying to form an alliance with 
Arabia, seeking those Middle Eastern controls and a passageway 
for Russian expansion. 

The truth seems to be that Josef Stalin, at least, sympathizes 
with the Jewish situation in Palestine and is quite willing to see 
the bars against Jewish immigration there taken down. 

Repressive laws against Zionists in Russia have been lifted 
in recent years and there is other substantial evidence of Russian 
sympathy with Jewish aspirations. 

I make no pretensions to being an authority on the Palestine 
situation or on the politics of the Middle East. 

But I do think a great proportion of the stuff emanating from 
the so-called Arab league is nothing but propaganda put out by 
professional Arab politicians interested only in their private, per- 
sonal privileges and advantages. It would be foolish to pretend 
they are interested in the Arab people as a whole—the Iraq sta- 
tistics above give the lie to such pretensions. 

Anyway, if you have a copy of The Nation for Oct. 27 handy, 
read the articles by Ben-Horin. They are enlightening and informa- 
tive on a subject on which we all badly need enlightenment.

Like Harding, 
Truman Is Not Feared 


WASHINGTON.—-President Truman's present 
difficulties with congress are epitomized by a 
remark once made by Calvin Coolidge about 
Warren G. Harding. 

It was. at the time when Harding was president and Coolidge 
was vice president. Harding, like Mr. Truman, had been a mem- 
ber of the senate before his elevation to the presidency, and he was 
on intimate terms with congress. Nevertheless, he found obstacles 
continually thrown in the path of his legislative program. 

“The trouble with Harding is,” Coolidge remarked with his 
peculiar nasal accent, “that nobody is afraid of him.” 

There is a wealth of political philosophy wrapped up in that 
cryptic sentence. 

What Coolidge meant was that Harding was on too intimate 
terms with congress for his influence to be felt effectively. Con- 
gress knew him too well. 

The Ohio man was a jovial, good-natured person who made 
friends more easily than he did enemies. He was not the sort to 
force his ideas on others to the point of creating a live issue. 


A graduate of the congressional school, he was inclined to treat 
congress as his equal. Congress knew that he was more disposed 
to deal with it amicably than he was to raise a fight. Hence con- 
gress chose to ignore many of the things which Harding recom- 
mended as president. 

His friends in congress could afford to take liberties with him 
because they knew he would never strike back in a way to make 
things embarrassing. It was, as Mr. Coolidge said, that nobody 


was afraid of him. 

: lo a certain extent, President Truman labors 
Same Handicap under the same handicap. He spent ten years 
in the senate before his accession to the White House, and being a 
man of easy temperament he accumulated a lot of ties that have 
placed him on close terms with congress. 

The President is not a man who wears his loyalties loosely. He 
is not given to breaking with old friends. Ordinarily he would 
probably preter to yield on some point rather than offend a friend. 

All of this makes it difficult for Mr. Truman to read the riot 
act to congress when it shows a pens oe to go along on some 
proposal he has recommended as a part of his program. 

Neither is he inclined to go over the heads of congress in an 
appeal for support from the country, as President Roosevelt often 
did in his fireside talks to the nation. Mr, Truman is just not 

.

er At the time he moved into the White 
Congressional Appeal House it was generally felt that Mr. 
Truman's close relationship with congress would work to the elim- 
ination of most of the personal and political differences that had 
brought about an estrangement between the legislative and execu- 
tive branches during the latter part of the Roosevelt administration. 

The President contributed to this feeling by bringing three for- 
mer members of congress into his cabinet. 

Moreover, the doors of the White House have been more open 
to congressional calls, it seems, than at any time in our recent 
history. 

But these various gestures of friendliness do not appear to have 
gained Mr. Truman anything too much in congressional co-opera- 
tion. Congress is still holding up some of the most vital parts of 
his program. 

Before the expiration of his term he will probably find that he 
cannot be both president and chummy with congress at the same 
time. He may have to take a firmer hand to put over the pro- 
gram of his administration. 

Too much familiarity does not necessarily breed contempt, but 
1t does dispel fear. Mr. Truman will have to make himself feared 
just a little bit in order to command the proper respect from

the Agricultural and Industrial Development Board. 


How far Geor- | 


gia falls below this ideal and even the national average of healthful: | 


ness is shown on many and varied 


One of the most important fac- 
tors in this low health rating is 
the inadequate public health work | 
being done in most of the counties | 
in the state. Ninety-eight coun-| 
ties have only public health nurses | 


|or no public health work at all. | 


Only 36 counties have single full- | 
time health departments. In addi- | 
tion there are five two-county and | 
five three-county districts with | 
full-time departments. Most of 
these are heavily subsidized by 
state and federal funds. While 
some of these departments are do- 
ing splendid work, a number are 
failing to render to their commu- 
nities the services they should. In 
a county where the only public 
health work is being done by a 
nurse there is no possibility of 
doing more than a poor, plece- 
meal job. 


IN FACT it-is fair to say that 
two-thirds of the counties in Geor- 
gia are failing to meet their pub- 
lic health responsibilities. The 
two basic reasons for this, as 
shown in the health report, are: 
First, the low annual revenue of | 
the majority of the counties, and, 
second, the fact that only 10 per | 
cent of the counties have enough 
population to require the services | 
of a full-time public health phy- 
sician. 

For these reasons a great lack | 
of disease control exists in the 
state and a tremendous amount 
of health education is left un- 
done; poor sanitary conditions pre- 
vail; unregulated and often dan- 
gerous milk is supplied by com- 
mercial dairies to communities; 
and many preventable deaths 
occur, 

This situation results in such 
things as a recent epidemic of 
typhoid fever caused by an open 
sewer that was allowed to drain 
into a vacant lot. In another 
county a severe epidemic of infant 
diarrhea was traced directly to 
unregulated milk.

Thus, 66 senators are not up 
for election in any given national 
campaign! They can thus ignore 
the demagogy of the immediate 
fall election and veto any unwise 
legislation that a true democracy 
could easily have passed in a com- 
plete democracy.

Bowl, won three games, lost one and tied one. 
The tie, incidentally, involved old Hy- 
land Fling himself, and the fact that he 
departed from the 1927 game in the third 
quarter and didn’t return may explain 
some of his current animosity. That is, 
if anything can explain Hyland satisfac- 
torily. The Old Swamp Angel didn’t 
score against Alabama and his pride suf- 
fered a fall. 
On the first play of the 1927 game, Hyland, 
a fleet left half playing for Stanford—a ringer from the swamps 
of Louisiana—caught a pass from Fullback Hoffman and ran 40 
yards deep into Alabama territory. But Alabama braced and took 
the ball over, Later, Walker, an end, caught a pass and scored. 
So Stanford led, 7 to 0, from early in the first quarter to within 
two minutes df the finish. 

Jimmie Bowdoin crashed through and blocked Fullback Hoff- 
man’s punt. Wu Wu Winslett took the bal? to within the shadow 
of the goal and Johnson hurdled the line. Caldwell, with the chips 
down, kicked extra point. 

And so it was Alabama 7, Stanford 7. 

Alabama had beaten Washington, 20 to 19, in the Rose Bowl 
game of the previous year. (Johnny Mack Brown took a 59-yard 
pass from Grant Gillis for a touchdown.) 

Alabama returned to the Rose Bowl in 1931 and defeated 
Washington State, 24 to 0. (Happy Campbell scored 15 points 
and gained 109 yards from scrimmage.) 

In 1935 Alabama was back again and Howell and Hutson 
bombed Stanford, Hyland’s beloved Indians, 29 to 13. The 
year before Columbia had taken Stanford’s measure, 7 to 0. 
Tricky Dick Hyland hasn’t forgotten Alabama’s 155-pound Cald- 

well, who played halfback on offense, was on the receiving end of 
most of Winslett’s pasSses and was shifted to end when Alabama 
kicked because of his speed in getting downfield. 

Safety man Hyland caught a punt that afternoon and Caldwell 
was on the spot. Hyland held to the ball after the impact which 
was heard throughout the stadium. But he wasn’t so effective 


thereafter. 
Pop Warner removed “Tricky Dick” in the third quarter and 


left him on the bench thereafter. 

The arguments ,in favor of Alabama going 
Up To the Boys back io Paedenn are convincing. The boys 
have a yen to see Hollywood—and they’re going to select the bow] 
game in which they want to play. Of course, it’s contingent on the 
coast team offering them a bid. But Alabama’s record in five pre- 
vious Rose Bowl games augurs well for a bid. 

The Sugar Bowl wants a game between St. Mary’s and 
Alabama. And no one can blame them. But we've won- 
dered all along if the Rose Bow! would let them get away 
with such an attraction. It would steal all their thunder. 
Now the talk is of St. Mary’s and Holy Cross, a natural for 

a town with the Catholic element of New Orleans. 
Alabama is welcome in any bowl. Frank Thomas has virtually

the same team, with “Hair-Trigger” Harry Gilmer as the pitching 
star, that played Duke such a sensational game in the Sugar Bowl 
last year. It is the same team with a year’s experience. 

Of one thing we are certain in this wacky football season 
—Alabama has a bona fide All-America player in Harry 
Gilmer. Others may talk of this back or that back. There 
is only one Harry Gilmer. 

Gilmer will make Grantland Rice’s Collier’s All-America 
and he should rate the majority of the other major picks.
